- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action)

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The examiner maintained her position that Yurov et al. anticipated 
the limitation of requiring no separation. It was explained that while the reference taught dehydration of the sample, the 
reference doesn't teach separation of the sample. The step of dehydrating the sample is not considered to be 
equivalent to a step of separating. During dehydration not all of the fixative agent(ie. that proportion that remains within 
the cell) is separated from the sample. It was further asserted that the 103 rejection in view of Bressler still stands as 
the combination is obvious.
